Arguments against the proposed 
state water and power act which 
appeared recently in the News, being 
appered recently in the News, being 
the official argument prepared by 
Senator Breed for the voters’ man¬ 
ual. This week is presented a com¬ 
munication from A. F. Snell, who 
takes the other side of the argument 
as follows: 

Dear Mr. Editor: Your plan of 
discussing the proposed amendments 
is a most excellent one. Too often 
we are called upon to take sides 
when we know little or nothing about 
them. I hope you will continue to 
bring them out. At present I do not 
even know what they are officially. 

I understand, however, that “Water 
and Power” will be up again. To me 
this is a very important question. I 
am sure that in the time to come we 
will think of the men and women 
who are now trying to make a suc¬ 
cess of this movement not only as 
benefactors but as forerunners of the 
next higher phase of civilization. 

With your permission I would like 
to state as briefly as I can why I 
think thus. 

I take it as granted that none of 
your readers question the desirability 
of developing our water and power 
to the limit. The argument, therefore, 
can only be as to whether it is best 
to have it developed by the private 
corporation or by the public through 
the municipality, state or nation. 

Lower Rates 

I freely admit that it does not 
necessarily follow that because a 
power plant is publicly owned and 
operated that it can give the con¬ 
sumers cheaper rates. It costs from 
two to ten times as much to produce 
current in a small, isolated power 
plant as it does in a great intercon¬ 
nected super-power system. What I 
do claim is: Where the production 
cost is anywhere near equal, the pub¬ 
licly owned plant can and does de¬ 
liver to the consumers by long odds 
cheaper than the private concern. 
Don’t take my word for it simply, 
but figure it out for yourself. 

In Los Angeles, Seattle and Ta¬ 
coma, for instance, where the power 
is only partially owned by the public, 
the rates have been very materially 
reduced; and they are not asking 
permission to raise them. Los An¬ 
geles city, because of its public dis¬ 
tribution, is saving to its citizens an¬ 
nually an amount about equal to 
what is paid in taxes. This fact, too, 
should be noted, the city is paying to 
a private company twice as much for 
additional power as its own is cost¬ 
ing to produce. 

Close Comparison 

I am quite familiar with the On¬ 
tario, Canada, system. I have be¬ 
fore me a list of rates in cities on 
both sides of the line using the same 
power source. On the American side 
the consumer pays from three to four 
times more than his Canadian neigh¬ 
bor. 

In London, Ontario, where I used 
to live, the base rate is 1.9 cents per 
k. w. hour. The average family bill 
amounts to $1.34. Prior to the es¬ 
tablishment of publicly owned hydro¬ 
electric this bill for 74 k. w. hours 
would have been $6.91, a monthly 
saving of $5.57 or $66.84 a year. 
Compare that with our Sierra Madre 
rates. 

A good illustration of the differ¬ 
ence between the two systems is 
shown in the lighting of the interna¬ 
tional bridge at Niagara. Forty- 
three dollars a month is the price 
paid to a private corporation for the 
American half, and eight dollars for 
the Canadian half, both using the 
same number of lights and the same 
amount of power. 

In view of the facts can there be 
any question as to which is the more 
desirable system? 

The Consumer Pays 

In either case the consumer pays 
for everything. In the case of the 
private corporation, however, the con¬ 
sumer pays over and above the other 
a greater rate of interest on the 
bonds and all the dividends amount 
to. The thoughtful consumer will 
count In other items of expense 
which I do not mention.
